ers getting money under false pretenses? 
If so, where's 


the 'law'?" 


It seems to be a legitimate wail. Of course there are places 


in almost every city where a person can be accurately weighed. 
There are usually good scales in doctors' offices, in meat mar- 
kets, in gymnasiums and other places where con-eel weight must 
be measured frequently. But the possibility of getting properly 
weighed in these places doesn't make it any more right for the 
pay scales set around in numerous public places to be false. A 
penny, is a small sum, but if it is supposed to purchase a bit of 
accurate information it ought to do so. Public pay scales should 
not be'lottery machines or instruments for private graft.
